N. B. The officer of the cuſtoms who acts in preſerva- 
tion of ſhips in diſtreſs, muſt, as ſoon as conveniently may 
be, cauſe all perſons belonging, to the ſhip, or others who 
can give an account thereof, to be examined, upon oath 
before a juſtice of the peace, as to the name and deſcrip- 
tion, the name of the commanders and owners, &c. of 
the cargoe, of the port from, and to which bound, and the 
occaſion of the diſtreſs ; the examination to be- taken in' 
writing, and a copy tranſmitted to the ſecretary ' of the 
Admiralty. And the officers of the cuſtoms may inſiſt upon 
ſecurity = the charges and reward of ſalvage, which muſt 
be given within forty days after the ſervice performed, 
' otherwiſe may borrow money upon bill of ſale of the ſhip.
